In a statement 
late last week, Governor Ivey wisely noted the D. C. ad- 
ministration did not intend for the CARES Act to fund 
projects such as a new State House.

The motion to appoint 
Williams was made by 
Mayor Murdock with a sec- 
ond from council member 
Gappa Wise. All council 
members voted in favor of 
the appointment, with the 
exception of Williams as he 
abstained from voting. 

Also during the meeting, 
the council: 

* Voted to approve the 
monthly bills _ totaling 
$264,395.30; and 

* Voted to approve a res- 
olution to submit the annual 
Municipal Water Pollution 
Prevention Form to ADEM. 
City engineer DeAnn Gran- 
tham explained this is a re- 
quired summary that is 
submitted each year to 
ADEM on all testing com- 
pleted by the city. She said 
ADEM already had the in- 
formation, and this was ba- 
sically just a formality. 

Prior to adjourning, the 
council addressed a need for 
repair to the Rec Center 
gymnasium roof.

Elba Mayor updates

During the Elba City

dock said the FEMA 
buyout project of homes 
damaged in the 2015 
Christmas flood continues 
to move forward, al- 
though it seems slowly at 
the moment.

pleted on nine homes. He 
said those homeowners 
now would receive a letter 
with three options offered 
to them, including:

2. reject the offer and 
get another appraisal paid 
by the homeowner 

3. reject totally. 

Murdock said once the 
letter is received, these 
homeowners would have 
two weeks to reply choos- 
ing one of the three op- 
tions. 

Regardless of each 
homeowners choice, Mur- 
dock said the idea is to 
keep the process going 
and moving fowards. After 
this first batch of buyouts 
has progressed well, the 
city will move on to other 
homes submitted for the 
buyout project.

SystemTMis one of 60 
nationally deployed 
decontamination system 
sites. Alabama health care 
facilities have begun 
collecting, labeling and 
shipping their used masks 
to the Birmingham location 


respirator mask can be sent 


for decontamination 
multiple times. 
Approximately 80,000 


masks per day can be 
processed at the site. 

This service is provided 
at no charge to 
organizations that include 
hospitals, long-term care 
facilities, dialysis centers, 
imaging centers, outpatient 
surgical centers and 
emergency medical service 
providers in Alabama 
through a federal contract 
with the Battelle. The 
system is strictly intended 
to optimize the personal 
protective equipment 
supply for medical workers 
in a health care setting;

All drinking water, including bottled drinking water, may be reasonably expected to contain at 

least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily 

indicate that water poses a health risk. MCLs, defined in a List of Definitions in this report, are set 
at very stringent levels. To understand the possible health effects described for many regulated con- 
stituents, a person would have to drink 2 liters of water every day at the MCL level for a lifetime to 
have a one-in-a-million chance of having the described health effect. 
The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, 
ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the

Information about Lead

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant 
women and young children.

Hot water is more likely to cause leaching of lead from plumbing 
materials. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for 
lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or 
cooking.

“The 
Battelle system will play a 
crucial role in our state 
strategy to preserve N95 
respirator masks to protect 
our frontline workers and 
COVID-19 patients.” 
Battelle CCDSTM is 
based on research that 
Battelle performed for the 
Food and Drug 
Administration in 2015 to 
assess the feasibility of 
decontaminating N95 
respirator masks in the 
event of a PPE shortage 
resulting from a pandemic. 
The U.S. Food and Drug 


Administration has 
provided Battelle an 
Emergency Use 
Authorization. 

The Battelle system uses 
concentrated hydrogen 
peroxide vapor in a 
2.5-hour process that 
removes biological 


contaminants, including the 
virus that causes COVID-19 
from used N95 respirator 
masks. 

Battelle, a global 
nonprofit science and 
technology development 
organization, was awarded 
the contract by the Defense 
Logistics Agency on behalf 
of the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
and the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. The 
system is designed to bridge 
the gap until the supply 
chain for new masks can 
meet the demand. 

More information for 
health care providers about 
the Battelle 
decontamination system is 
available at 
battelle.org/decon. 

During the Coffee County

There are a lot of college programs in the area; however, 
and I see the former Bama player headed to one of the 
smaller programs in the state. Hey, who knows? He could 
always stay in the SEC and play for Lane Kiffin at Ole Miss 
or maybe even Jeremy Pruett at Tennessee. 

*** Phillip Rivers signed a $25 million one-year contract 
recently to join the Indianapolis Colts, but last week was 
back in the headlines when he was named the football coach 
at St. Michael’s Catholic, in Fairhope. The former Athens 
High standout is a 16-year vet of the NFL and passed for 
almost 60,000 yards in his career at San Diego and is sixth 
all-time in the league in passing. It is no sure thing that 
Rivers will retire after just one season with the Colts and 
head down to Fairhope. So, until he does hang it up the 
headmaster at St. Michael’s will fill in as the school’s foot- 
ball coach. 

*** The Alabama High School Athletic Association an- 
nounced last week that the changes to the state’s response 
to COVID-19 would have no impact to high schools sports. 
All the previous guidelines to high schools sports are still 
in place and will be until the state superintendent reopens 
schools across the state. The best guess is that on June 5 the 
state will reopen campuses and allow sports teams to begin 
summer workouts with guidelines concerning the number 
of players allowed in groups. I am sure many coaches will 
disagree with me, but if the players get in their conditioning 
drills in June, get together to do team workouts in July and 
don’t start the season until late-August, it should give the 
teams plenty of time to get ready to play. 

*** Alabama athletic director Greg Bryne was quoted 
last week as saying that a decision about college football 
would have to be made in early-July if the upcoming season 
is to be played. He stated the biggest concerns were about 
player safety and making sure all players could be in game 
shape. If the colleges are allowed to stage conditioning drills 
in the summer and began camp on August 1, as has been 
the case for years, the teams should be ready to kick it off. 
Bryne also answered that the fans could wear masks when 
asked about social distancing. I believe that the SEC and 
some other major college conferences have plans to take the 
field, but also believe that the politicians in New York and 
California would like nothing better than to try and kill the 
season. Hey, play the teams on you schedule that want to 
play and take the week off if they don’t! ; 

*** T read an article in a newspaper in Atlanta that was 
both tongue-in-cheek and serious at the same time. The ar- 
ticle was about the issue faced by Major League Baseball 
dealing with ‘spitting.’ Spitting was banned in Korea when 
its pro baseball leagues began playing last week, and it is 
now an issue here in the states due to the coronavirus and 
the new public health standards. Many players chew on sun- 
flower seeds when on the field, and the shells must be spit 
out to avoid possible choking, but the saliva on the shells is 
now a health concern and must be addressed. Spitting in 
baseball is as old as the game itself, and while it may be a 
real health issue, its enforcement and punishment may be 
fun to watch.

Elba makes a move 
AHSAA announces spring sports alignments 


for baseball, softball and golf for 2020-2022 


2020-2022 AREA 
ALIGNMENT 


The Alabama High 
School Athletic Association 
Central Board has approved 
spring sports’ alignments for 
the upcoming 2020-21 and 
2021-21 classification 
period. The action was 
taken Thursday during a 
special called teleconfer- 
ence meeting. 

Sports alignments for the 
next classification period for 
the sports of baseball, soft- 
ball, boys’ and girls’ soccer, 
boys’ and girls’ outdoor 
track, boys’ and girls’ tennis, 
boys’ golf and girls’ golf 
were discussed and ap- 
proved. There will be no 
change in the number of di- 
visions for each spring 
sport. For baseball, softball 
and outdoor track, the 
schools will be divided into 
seven classifications (1A, 
2A, 3A, 4A, 5A, 6A, 7A). 
For soccer, tennis and girls’ 
golf, the schools will be di- 
vided into four divisions 
(1A/3A, 4A/5A, 6A, 7A). In 
boys’ golf, the schools will 
compete in six divisions 
(1A/2A, 3A, 4A, SA, 6A, 
TA). 

“We thank the Central 
Board for its commitment to 
fair play, and we also thank 
the AHSAA executive staff 
for their many hours of hard 
work and research,” said 
AHSAA Executive Director 
Steve Savarese. Central 
Board president Keith 
Bender also thanked Mr. Sa- 
varese and the AHSAA staff 
for their efforts. 

AHSAA school reclassifi- 
cation for the upcoming 
2020-21 and 2021-22 
school years was announced 
last November. Fall sports 
alignments were released at 
the conclusion of the fall 
sports’ season last De- 
cember, and winter sports 
alignments were released 
last March after the conclu- 
sion of the winter sports sea- 
son. 


While most area rivalries 
remained intact, the move- 
ment of a number of schools 
did result in new area align- 
ment in several classifica- 
tions. 

Schools that moved up in 
class included Dothan, from 
6A to 7A; Headland, from 
4A to 5A; Geneva, from 3A 
to 4A; Daleville, from 2A to 
3A; Goshen, from 2A to 3A; 
New Brockton, from 2A to 
3A; and Elba, from 1A to 
2A. 

Schools that moved down 
in classification included 
Samson, from 2A to 1A; 
and, Barbour County, from 
2Ato 1A. 

Elba’s moved into the 2A 
ranks certainly didn’t do the 
Tigers and Lady Tigers any 
favors, as they moved into 
Area 3 along with 2A 
powers G.W. Long and Ari- 
ton, as well as cross-county 
rival Zion Chapel. 

While most area fans 
thought Samson would 
simply replace Elba in its 
place in the 1A ranks, the 
AHSAA made a move that 
caught everyone by sur- 
prise. Samson did move into 
Area 2 in Elba’s former spot 
and joined Kinston and Flo- 
rala; however, Brantley was 
also moved out of the four- 
team area and replaced by 
Pleasant Home. 

Brantley was moved into 
Pleasant Home’s longtime 
spot in Area 3 and will now 
compete with Georgiana, 
McKenzie and Red Level. 

New Brockton’s move 
into the 3A ranks moved the 
Gamecocks and _ Lady 
Gamecocks into Area 4, 
where they will join 
Goshen, Opp and Pike 
County. Both Opp and 
Goshen have winning pro- 
grams in baseball and soft- 
ball, and will provide an 
instant challenge to New 
Brockton in both sports.
